Capt. Cornelius G. Hayes, former po- 
lice inspector, who was demoted by 
Commissioner Waldo went over to the 
service of Dist.-Atty.

Ohio's 


Constitutional amendment 


will be one of the most radical in 


the United States. 

Early returns were mostly from 
the cities, but they hardly will be off- 
set by belated rural returns. 

AMENDMENTS ADOPTED. 

The amendments adopted include 
the initiative and referendum, home 
rule for cities, license system for sa- 
loons, the taxation of incomes and 
inheritances, abolishment of capital 
punishment, minimum wage, eight- 
hour day on publie work and thirty- 
five othera. 

The women agitating suffrage con- 
ducted the most aggressive and spec- 
tacular feature of the campaign. 

Their aggressiveness attracted the 
fire of opposition to suffrage, but the 
cause of their defeat is to be traced 
to the liquor interests. These have 


|} been well organized for vears and 


found it easy to have their license 
amendment put through. It also was 
easy for them to turn their great 
strength against suffrage. 
REFERENDUM. 

The initiative and referendum 
amendment becomes effective Octo- 
ber 1. It provides for the direct in- 
itiative upon petition of 10 per cent. 
of the voters on amendments to the 
Constitution and the indirect initia- 
tive upon legislative question. Should 
3 per cent. of thé electors petition 
to the Secretary of State for a law 


he must refer the petition to the Leg- 
islature. 


If the latter passes the bill 
petitioned for it become a law, sub- 
ject always to a referendum petition 
as are other acts of the Legislature. 
If the Legislature fails to pass the 
petitioned bill, or passes it in amend- 
ed form, 3 per cent. of the voters, 
addition to the original 3 per cen 


on the petition may compel the sub- 


mission to a vote of the people of 

either the original bill or the amend- 

ed bill, elther of which will become 

a law if approved by a majority of 

those who vote on the proposition.

abolishing contract labor, holding the

tempt may have jury trials.

MARAUDING REBELS

{Pearson's Weekly: ] Bixty-five 
thousand Black “Newchwang mats” 
was an item in an auctioneer’s cata- 
logue at a sale the other day. They 
were all sold and their sale spelt the 
end of all things for a correspondingly 
large number of dogs. Newchwang 
mats, in fact, are nothing more than 
mats made from the skins of dogs 
specially reared in China for you to 
wipe your feet on. 

Real skins and real furs are be- 
coming so scarce that a huge trade 
is growing up in supplying imitation 
ones for the market. Not faked, 
mind you. When you are b a 
Newchwang mat you are told that it 
is a new variety of bear skin. The 
simple fact is that genuine skins are 
becoming more difficult to get, and 
substitutes must be found. 

There are hundreds of farms spe- 
clally devoted to dog raising in Mon- 
golla. Most of the dogs are killed 
when only a year old, and their skins 
sent by thousands all over the world. 

Cats have not yet been cultivated 
for the market, though a “wildcat” 
pussy farm was put forward a short 
while ago, in which the promoter sug- 
gested feeding the cats on rats, and 
the rats on the bodies of the cats 
after they had been skinned, thus 
making the scheme self-supporting. 
Neediess to say, it is not working. 

In Germany, however, the house- 
hold cat is looked upon as a distinct 
asset in case the family fortunes are 
not flourishing.

JOUR POTENTIAL ARMY. 


A preliminary statement giving for 
the United States, by divisions and 
States, the number of males com- 
prising the natural militia of the 
country, as shown by the returns of 
the thirteenth decennial census, tak- 
en as of Anril 16, 1910, has been is- 
sued by Director Durand of the Bu- 
reau of Census, Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

In the total population of 
United States (exclusive of non-con- 
tiguous territories or possessions) 
there were, in 1910, 20,473,684 males 
of militia age, that is, males from 18 
to 44 years, inclusive. 
males of militia age numbered 16,- 
182,702. The figure for 1910 exceeds 
that for 1900 by 4,290,982. While the 
total population of thé country has 
increased during the decade 21 per 
cent., males of militia age have in the 
same period increased 26.5 per cent. 
and, as a consequence, they constitut- 
ed a somewhat greater portion of 
the total population in 1910 than they 
did in 1900. Of the total population 
of both sexes and all ages in 1910, 
22.3 per cent. were males of militia 
age, the corresponding percentage for 
1900 being 21.3. 

The fact that males of militia age 
increased more rapidly than the to- 
tal population js accounted for in 
part by immigration. which has been 
during the last decade, to a greater 
degree than in earlier years, predom- 
inantly male. Among immigrants the 
proportion 18 to 44 years of age 
exceeds the proportion in 
those ages among natives and conse- 
quently the northern and western 
States. to which immigrants chiefly 
zo, have, as compared witn the south- 
ern States, a greater proportion of 
their population males of militia axe 
The eastern divisions’, however, lose 
some portion of their adult male 
population by migration westward 
and an effect of this westward migra- 
tion appears in the higher percent- 
ages shown for the States of the 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific Coast re-

RUSH FOR SAFETY. 


Long before business concerns had 
begun a frantic effort to save a little 
of their goods, windows flew open and 
household material and wearing - 
Parel were flung desperately out to 
the ground. The little summer cot- 
tages back of the first row of brick 
buildings turned out their occurants 
by hundreds. Their goods were 
pitched into the street. and then be-

The flames had spread to the three- 
story brick building occupied by the 
Hoskell Drug Company, a poolroom 
and a photographer's store, above 
which were furnished rooms. The roof 
of this building burst into flame and 
almost simultaneously two adjoining 
brick buildings began spouting fire. 

Four companies of the Los Angeles 
fire department had arrived and two 
companies from Santa Monica were 
on hand. The salt water mains from 
Venice were well supplied as to pres- 
sure, and an extra force of men and 
pumps was rushed into the pumping 
station at Venice, 

As fast as the firemen would sub- 
due one incipient flame the roaring 
volcano that had once been the fa- 
mous Fraser pier would send a red 
shower of burning brands, drenching 
the buildings anew and starting a 
dozen fires. Through the open win- 
dows the red sparks flew in clouds 
and flames were bursting from a hun- 
dred points. 

The efforts of the firemen seemed 
hopeless. They struggled persistently. 
but the fire steadily ate into the very 
bowels of the buildings fronting the 
ocean and one after the other they 
seemed to melt into the red maw. __ 

AT THE DECATUR. 

At the Hotel Decatur, where a 
hundred guests were living, conster- 
nation reigned. Efforts were made to 
get the furniture out without avail. 
The strong wind from the ocean was 
hurling a veritable death shower over 
the building and quickly the roof 
broke into blaze. A dozen buildings 
were burning flercely by this time, 
and everything in the path of the de- 
vouring flames seemed doomed. 

The members of Co. E, Seventh 
Regiment, N.G.C., were hurriedly sum- 
moned to the armory at Santa Monica 
and descended upon the blazing city, 
establishing firé lines which they 
maintained with drawn bayonets 
against a terrified rabble of half-hys- 
terical men and women. 

The spectacle was terrifying. An 
lights were out but the great con- 
flagration threw everything into day- 
light relief. Telephone and telegraph 
communication had stopped a few mo- 
ments after Mayor Holbrook had sum- 
moned aid from Los Angeles, and the 
city was isolated from the world and 
seemingly left to fight out its destiny. 

The Hotel Decatur was a mass of 
flames shooting a hundred feet into 
the sky. The adjoining buildings 
were flame-enshrouded and adding 
their vomit of fiery embers to the vol- 
cano of the doomed pier. 

At the south the fire fighters had 
taken a sturdy stand behind the 
breastworks of the Ocean Park Rath- 
house. Engine No. 26 and Hose No. 
5 of the Los Angeles department had 
entrencheg themselves on the roof of 
the bath-house and directed four 
Streams of salt water against 
burning Decatur. 
saved. 
On the north the flames had leaped 
from the pier to the Dragon Go ge, 
a pleasure establishment covering 
about half an acre of beach front. The 
light painted canvas and woodworx 
caught eagerly at the flames and lu a 
trice it was a roaring furnace, sweep- 
ing all opposition before it. Across 
the Ocean Front promenade the 
flames leaped again and began their 
devastating work on the brick and 
frame buildings at Ashland avenue. 
Between Navy street, at the bath- 
house, and Ashland avenue on the 
north, not one building was free from 
the flames on the Ocean Front. Ail 
were seen to be doomed and at Ash- 
land the fire fighters again drew a 
dead line, as they had at the bath- 
house, and a fight began to stay the 
flames.

AGITATORS 
WANT STRIKE. 


Chicago Carmen Are Press- 
ing Demands. 


Refuse to Be Guided by 
President of Union. 


Final Conference to Be Held 
This Morning. 


[By Federal (Wireless) Line to The Times.] 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 3.—{Special Dispatch. ! 
Agitators inside the ranks of the dis- 
satisfied traction employees of Chi- 
cago were confident tonight that the 
men would eventually strike. Their 
confidence Was caused by the fact 
that the two surface lines had official- 
ly refused to accept the employees’ 
proposition of the one arbitration 
board being selected to settle the dis- 
putes between the union and the two 
surface and one elevated line involved. 

The labor unions, urged on by the 
agitators, and without the counsel 
of International President W. D. Ma- 
hon, who favored the first wage and 
working proposition agreed to by the 
companies, have flatly refused to lis- 
ten to any proposition entailing more 
than one board. 

President Mahon represented the 
union in a conference with Mayor 
Harrison and the traction headg and 
declared the men were satisfied with 
the working condition changes pro- 
posed, but demanded an increase in 
the new wage scale. It ig under- 
stood that the only concession made 
to Mahon by the other labor leaders, 
in his efforts to avoid a strike, was 
the acceptance of the working scale 
which he originated and to which 
he gained the ratification of the com- 
panies. 

The maximum wage of 37 cents an 
hour for and after the fifth year, is 
the stumbling stone. The men in- 
sist that this be increased 1 cent 
an hour and the time of service after 
which the maximum de pald 
be reduced to four years. The com- 
panies have refused the concession, 

The final conference, accord! to 
the Mayor, will de held at 10 e’clock 
tomorrow morning. At this confer- 
ence the city will Be represented and 
a last effort will be made for a com- 
promise on the number of arbitra- 
tion boards.

Mutineers in Jackson Prison 
Arm Themselves. 


Seventy-five Men Set Free 
from Bull Pen. 


Michigan Executive Arrives 
to Take Charge.

JACKSON (Mich.) Sept. 8.—([Spe- 
cial Dispatch.} A third company of 
militia was thrown around the Mich- 
gan State penitentary here this 
evening and now 240 soldiers, 100

One man 
was shot this afternoon by an extra 
guard ‘when attempting to escape, 
but is reported not to be seriously 
wounded.

Make Elgotricity From Peat. 

[Scientifie ] European 
engineers are engaged at present in 
the investigation of methods of 
utilizing peat as fuel in electric sta- 
tions. Southern Bavaria, for instance, 
has vast peat fields jwhich would 
serve to run electric plants of large 
size, and this would give a great re- 
serve of power. The peat bogs lie 
mainly in the region of the Danube, 
and are estimated to cover an area 
of 500 square miles. Supposing the 
peat layer to be only three feet in 
thickness and the cubic foot of peat 
to afford but three pounds of fuel, 
this will mean a supply of 60,000,- 
000 tons. With the operation of ex- 
tracti the peat regularly carried 
on during the year for 300 days, this 
can afford 700,000 horsepower in the 
space of 60 years. The fuel can be 
burned under boilers or it can be 
used in special producers to secure 
‘a supply of gas for industrial pur- 
poses. 


{Baltimore American:] Ask your 
arithmetic teacher at school to 
double the number of his pupils, add 
3, multiply this sum by 5, add to it 
the number of pupils absent on that 
day, multiply the result by 10, add to 
it the number of his own aunts, and 
then tell you the answer.

of interest to study the condition and 
Prospects of the industry in the coun- 
try which will be our chief competitor. 

As respects lemons—to which this 
paper will be restricted—Italy is our 
chief competitor, writes 8. 2. Ammen. 
The eastern half of the United States 
is almost wholly supplied from Italy, 
importations being received mainly 
through the ports of New York and 
New Orleans. The middle west, north 
of the Ohio, receives one-half of its 
supply of lemons from Italy. On the 
other hand, the territory west of the 
Missouri River, with Western Texas, 
uses almost exclusively California 
lemons. 

The extent of the business in im- 
ported Italian lemons is shown by the 
fact that of 540,322,790 pounds of 
lemons, worth $4,257, 229, exported 
from Italy in 1908, 32.7 per cent 
came to the United States. Ten years 
before the percentage of exported 
Italian lemong that came to the United 
States was larger (41.3 per cent.) 
but, — to Italy’s increased pro- 
duction, e absolute quantity im- 
ported * the United States in 1908 
was very much larger than in 1858.

Not that the central and 
northern provinces of Italy are in- 
capable of producing lemons. In 
former years those provinces had a 
large share in the industry, but it has 
greatly declined, owing to the frequent 
frosta and high winds and to the 
heavy rains which predispose the 
trees to diséase. At Naples, for ex- 
ample, lemons are much in evidence, 
and at Sorrento, some 12 miles distant 
across the bay, they are abundant, 
but in and about Rome they are not 
seen growing. The greater produc- 
tiveness and safety ef the lemon 
groves, or “gardens,” of Southern 
Italy and Sicily has driven northern

At Sorrento, or Ravello, one looks 
out of his hotel window upon the 
“gardens” of lemon and orange trees, 
hanging full of fruit. A single tree 
sometimes produces 1000 lemons, and 
in Sicily the product of one tree is 
often 2000. At the places named and 
all along the Amalfi coast the trees 
are planted in narrow plots along the 
seaward side of the mountain. These 
plots are terraces, supported by stone 
walls built laboriously off and on dur- 
ing the last 2000 years. The soil which 
these walls hold against the moun- 
tain side is mostly a rich volcanic 
earth. The mountain is limestone, 
and rises in bold precipices out of the 
sea, but it hag been covered at some 
remote period with pumice, dust and 
lava, which decompose into an excel- 
lent soil. 

The lemon and orange trees are 
covered with straw mats fastened to 
trellises to protect them from frost 
during the winter months. These 
mats often cover a whole mountain 
side, the terraces rising one above an- 
other from the sea to the summit, The 
mats are removed when the danger of 
frost is past. Evidently all agricul- 
tural industry is conducted at a disad- 
vantage in a region like this, where 
every foot of earth is won from na- 
ture by a hard fight. The tion of 
the proprietors of the gardens along 
much of the coast from Naples south- 
ward to Salerno is now unsound, in 
view of the large migration of laborers 
from this coast to America and the 
consequent rise of wages. Only with 
cheap labor could the terraces have 
been built at a profit to the land- 
owner, and only with cheap labor is 
their cultivation now practicable. The 
landlord no longer finds active com- 
petition from tenants for their “gar- 
dens.“ Ravello, a town on the moun- 
tain back of Amalfi, had in the thir- 
teenth century 36,000 inhabitants.

The present war with Turkey for 
acquisition of Tripoli intensely 
terests the laboring element of 
taly, for the reason that the soil 
of Tripoli is thought to be very rich, 
and will be distributed in farms to 
Italians at the end of the war. An 
Italian officer assured me that it 
would produce three crops of wheat 
a year and two of grapes. It only 
needs irrigation, and the water for 
that is found a few feet under the 
surface. If these ho realized, 
the migration of Italians to America 
will greatly diminish, the tide being 
diverted with increased volume to 
Tripoli. Labor will become scarcer 
and wages higher, not only along the 
Amalfitan coast, but in Sicily al 
where cheap labor is the secret 
the present immense production of 
lemons and of the low price at which 
they can be sold. 

What affects the labor supply = 
Sicily is of great importance to 
American producers of lemons, as 
Sicily, as already stata, is the cen- 
ter of the lemon industry of the 
world. The number of lemon trees 
in Sicily is over twelve times the 
number in California. The Sicilian 
groves occupy a strip along the east- 
ern and-northern coast of the island, 
the strip widening inland, while 
fertile valleys occur. Sometimes the 
groves ascend the mountains to the 
height of a thousand feet. The chief 
points of export of fresh lemons are 
Palermo and Messina. The pre- 
ponderance of the insular rts 
ever those from the mainian is 
shown by the statistics of the busi- 
ness in 1908, when Palermo exported 
to New York 1,625,526 boxes and 
Messina 85,250 boxes, while Naples 
exported but 117,350 boxes. The fruit 
shipped from Naples includes the 
product ef. the Sorrento and Amalfi 
coasts.

Machine methods 
and boss dictation that overshadowed 
anything of the kind ever before at- 
tempted in these parts won the vic- 
tory for the Bull Moosers. Rank in- 
fraction of the election laws was the 
rule rather than the exception at 
practically every polling place, and 
the only wonder is that the opposi- 
tion to the Lissner machine was per- 
mitted to make any showing at all. 

The vote was extremely light 
city and county— 
probably not over 20 per cent. of the 
registration. Of that fraction of the 
voting population, the Lissner or- 
ganization got the majority to the 
polis by the plentiful use of money, by 
the hiring of automobiles, and by the 
emrloyment of hundreds of precinct: 
workers. 

It is estimated that the victory cost 
the “Progressives” close to $100,000. 

Principal interest in the returns 
candidates for 
Superior judges, of whom there were 
twenty-seven. Ten of this number— 
those receiving the highest vote—will 
go on the ticket to be voted upon at 
the November election, anti of this 
number five are to be elected. 

Judge McCormick, one of the in- 
cumbents, according to the earlier re- 
turns, ran well ahead of his associates 
on the ticket, although Judge Rives, 
also an incumbent, follows him close- 
ly, and Judge Houser, a third incum- 
bent, is third in the list of nominees. 

Charles Wellborn stood fourth on 
the list at the time of the latest count, 
followed by Judge Hutton, after a 
desperate fight, managed to land in 
itt, place some 4000 votes behind Mc- 
Cormick. | 

In the order of their totals, the 
other five candidates who seem to 
have secured places on the ticket are 
J. W. Summerfield, G. Ray Horton, 
William Frederickson, Fred H. Taft 
and E. W. Tuttle. 

Tuttle is the only one of the five 
Socialist candidates for judge who 
came within hailing distance of a 
nomination, and he is crowded close- 
ly for tenth place by John M. York, 
while L. W. Myers ts close up, and 
later returns may place him or York 
in tenth place. 

Many country and city precincts 
yet to hear from may change the 
complexion of the judgship slate, 
though it hardly is likely to alter the 
relative positions of the six or eight 
leading candidates.

Prosecutions of Jax election officials 
may also be instituted by the District 
Attorney because of the confusioa 
which resulted at the polls because 
of the nonappearance of the appointed 
officers. The law governing the pun- 
ishment of those who fail to do their 
duty reads: “Any person who refuses 
to act upon such board, after proper 
notification of his appointment, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upo2 
conviction shall be subject to a fine 
of $500, and upon the faflure to pay 
said fine shall be imprisoned for the 
period of one day for each dollar of 
said fine.” 

It is estimated by Republican lead- 
ers that less than one-half of the 
election officials were on hand when 
the polls opened yesterday morning 
at 6 o’clock. Hundreds of voters in 
many precincts were compelled to 
stand in line for hours waiting for the

Wife of Former Senator Revives 

Boulevard Name Controversy in 

Letters to Councilmen. 

The Santa Monica boulevard-Cole- 
grove boulevard controversy, which 
‘was apparently dormant, has been 
revived by Mrs. Olive Colegrove Cole, 
wife of former Senator Cole, with 
a letter to Councilman Andrews. 
Copies of the letter have been sent 
to the other Councilmen. , Mrs. Cole 
states that she addresses Councilman 
Andrews because he is the only mem- 
ber of the Council who is actively 
opposing the name of Colegrove for 
the street. : 

The advocates of the name of San- 
ta Monica were recently victorious 
when the City Council decided that 
the name Santa Monica must stick 
until an ordinance changing it is 
adopted, thereby sustaining the 
Streets and Boulevards Committee in 
its decision that no change of name 
shall be considered unless petitions 
representing at least 61 per cent. of 
the street frontage affected are pres- 
ent. 
Mrs. Cole argues that there are two 
Santa Monica streets and that usage 


will prevent any change in the name 


of the older one. She states that 
Colegrove has been so known for 
more than thirty years and that the 
electric cars which traverse the 
boulevard bear the name of Cole- 
grove. Another point made in her 
letter ia that the County Supervisors 
have named the boulevard from the 
westerly city Umits to the Sawtelle 
line “Colegrove boulevard.“ 
Residents of Colegrove, at a mass 
meeting held August 28, adopted 
resolutions, copies of which have 
been sent to the City Counctl, and 
which will appear before that body 
today, declaring that We most 
earnestly resent the attempt of a few 
busybodies living in the east of Cole- 
grove to cast odium upon our people 
and our locality, in connection with 
the naming of Colegrove boulevard.“

HAS STRATEGIO AND COMMER.

Suggestion that the United States 
Would Do Well to Take Over 


om Account of the Present War. 
— 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—[Corres- 
pondence New York Times:] The 
suggestion made yesterday informally 
in conversation by a Senator whose 
word carries weight in international 
matters, that this government should 
take over Lower California in payment 
of American claims against Mexico, is 
taken here as a logical step in discus- 
sion that has cropped up at intervals 
for many years. A8 far as can de 
learned, the State Department has 
taken no steps in the matter, and 
could hardly do so until some sem- 
blance of order is restored in Mexi- 
co. But if Mexico showed a willing- 
ness to part with the barren peninsula, 
the plan would at once receive strong 
popular support in this country. 

Ever since the acquisition of 
California and the Western territories, 
following the war with Mexico, it has 
been generally understood that the 
omission of awer California from 
the lands ceded to us by Mexico was 
‘a mistake on both sides. Ags the Sen- 
ator pointed out yesterday, it ie a nat-

only 


ural part of our coast, and is com- 
mercially valuable to us as affording 
control of the Colorado River through 
the last hundred miles of its course, 
which now passes through Mexican 
territory. It is strategically of im- 
portance to us on account of Magda- 
lena Bay, which has long been used 
by our navy for target practice, and 
is absolutely worthless to Mexico. 
Outside of the capital of the State of 
La Pas, there are not a score of set- 
tlements in the whole peninsula. 

It has been. almost impossible to 
keep order there. In the course of 
the Madero and Orozco revolutions 
minor outbreaks have taken place in 
Lower California, and scarcely an ef- 
fort was made in either revolt to put 
down the disorders. It was in the pe- 
ninsula that Americans were first mal- 
treated. While Madero was fighting 
President Diaz in the east, a number 
of women and children were there 
imprisoned in a stockade and forced 
to undergo great privations. The rev- 
olution in Lower California has noth- 
ing to do with the political insurrec- 
tions elsewhere. Where one man has 
fought another for the Presidency on 
the mainland, the rebels in Lower 
California,’ who are little better than 
bandits, proclaimed what they called 
a Socialistic government. The irony 
of the situation, in which American 
women and children were forced to 
undergo such hardships, lies in the 
fact that the Californian insurrection 
was headed by an American “Cap- 
tain,” and most of his men were 
American renegades. 

At Magdalena Bay the navy prac- 
tice has always caused a little town 
of booths and tents to spring up. But 
when the last gun was fired, the town 
disappeared, and by the time the fleet 
slipped over the skyline nothing was 
left but a few black fireplaces and a 
great many tin cans. 

The coast line is desert and the in- 
terior is little more than sand. Rail- 
roads are practically unknown, and 
all the settlements are on the coast, 
mostly for fishing purposes, except a 
few old Jesuit missions whose adobe

To the United States, of course, the 
final termination of the Magdalena 
Bay controversy would be the most 
important object in acquiring the pe- 
nineula. It is probable, if we acquired 
it, that we would make it a naval base 
and attempt to commercialize it by 
having there coal heaps for merchant 
ships going north and south. The 
500 miles from our coast, 
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but from the nearest strategic point 
in Mexico—that ia, the western out- 
let of the Tehuantepec Railway—it 
is 750 miles distant. 

This strategic importance, of course, 
is greatly increased by the fear ap- 
proach of the opening of the Panama 

It would give anchorage far 
to the south of our main coast line 
for every ship of war we would have 
in the Pacific, even if we brought the 
whole Atlantic fleet through the canal. 
No such anchorage exists at Panama, 
and in case of large naval operations 
in the Pacific, such as would arise in 
a war with Japan, Magdalena Bay 
would be invaluable. Not only 
would it ald us in preventing the 
Japanese from landing there, but it 
would give a point of departure for 
warships cruising to the south to pre- 
vent Japanese aggressions against the 
canal fortificationg. 

It will probably be some years be- 
fore anything is realized in this plan. 
The minor ‘claims which this country 
has against Mexico arise from the 
killing of Americans on American 
soil by bullets from Mexican Feder- 
als and rebels, and are already in rapid 
course of settlement. The major 
claims for damages, of course, will 
come from the great concessionaries 
who have suffered unmeasured logs in 
the last three yeafs. Scarcely an 
American has been killed within the 
limits of Mexico, and American prop- 
erty has been particularly protected 
by both factions. But in spite of these 
precautions American losses have run 
into the millions, and it will not take 
many millions to buy Lower Califor- 
nia. The claims of concessionaries 
would of course then be paid in cash 
by the United States. 


MADE A BOY GROW. 


Scotch Doctor Tells How He In- 

creased a Youth’s Height Seven 

Inches in Six Months. 

[Baltimore American: A Soottish 
physician has sprung a surprise on 


the apathetic British public by com- 


ing forward with the assertion and 
the proof that he has been successful 
in making a youth of 18 grow sev- 
en inches in six months. 

At a recent meeting of the British 
Medical Association in London Dr. 
George Alexander Gibson, physician 
ef the Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh, 
explained how he had made this 18- 
year-old Peter Pan grow up through 
the employment of thyroid extract— 
@ potent substance influencing blood

distribution and nutritive possibilities 
in the mgst powerful way. 

With a healthy “apelin. ‘for full de- 
tails of this interesting case, a Lon- 
don correspondent of the Interna- 
tional News Service, journeyed to 
Edinburgh. 

“This boy.“ said Dr. Gibson, “whom 
I made grow up, is the son of a medi- 
cal friend. He was in his eighteenth 
year, one inch below five feet in 
height. Like many children, and more 
especially boys, he was stunted in 
growth, but excellent in form. He had 
set his whole mind on entering Wool- 
wich Academy, for which his one and 
only chance was just about six months 
ahead. In order to enter Woolwich 
he had to be at least five feet three 
inches tall. The family turned to me 
in distress, as they felt that to obtain 
a growth of four inches in six months 
would be as great a feat as the addi- 
tion of the proverbial cubit in stat-. 
ure. 

“By the employment of thyroid ex- 
tract the youth grew seven [Inches in 
six months. and, as he obtained one 
of the highest places in the entrayce 
examination for Woolwich, it was ob- 
vious that his cerebral functions had 
been in nowise disturbed by the treat- 
ment. 

“The thyroid gland, which 16 sit- 
uated near the root of the neck on 
each side of the trachea or windpipe, 
as for a number of years been close- 
ty associated with the nutrition dt the 
body.“ explained Dr. Gibson. It se- 
cretes or manufactures a substance 
which is absorbed by the blood or 
lymph and exerts a powerful influence 
on the building up of the body. Thy- 
roid extract, which is used in cases 
of stunted growth. is taken from the 
thyroid gland of a sheep or a goat. 
Whether this potent substance acts 
directly upon the glands and tissues 
or indirectly through the intervention 
of the nervous system cannot at pres- 
ent be determined.” 

Dr. Gibson described the process of 
making the extract. 

“A sheep or a goat is killed.“ said 
the physician. “As soon as lifa is 
extinct, the thyroid gland is taken out 
and all fat removed. The glasd is 
then minced up into fine pieces and 
dried at a temperature of 90 to 109 
deg., Fahrenheit. When all remain- 
ing ‘fat is removed with the ald of 
petroleum, it is ready to make Ug, in- 
to tablets. 

“It is only with physically Strong 
parents (and preferably youths) that 
a doctor can undertake this growth 
treatment.“ remarked Dr. Gibson, in 
couclusion. “Personally. I have had 
great success with 'd treatment 


for stunted growth.”

SURVEYORS BEGIN WORK. 


Maricopa-Ventura Road Will Soon 
Be an Actuality if Present Plans 
Find No Hitch. | 
VENTURA, Sept. 3.—The surveyors 

for the Maricopa-Ventura roadway 
through the mountains of this county 
started out today from Nordhoff for 
the beginning of the work. There are 
twenty men in the train, which is 
— made up of pack animals carrying 
all the essentials for a trip to last 
ninety days: 
The work will begin just beyond the 
-| Matilija hot springs and at the top 
of the grade leading over to the 
Wheeler Springs. From that point the 
roadway will hug the ridge of the 
range right up to Pine Mountain. 
Supervisor Tom Clark, who has tak- 
en a lively interest in the enterprise, 
says that the road to be built in this 
county will be twenty-five miles in 
length and will cost $3168 per mile, or 
$79,200 in all, which is gonsidered a 
low figure as compared to some of the 
estimates which have been made. An 
eighteen or twenty-foot road can he 
constructed for this amount. In solid 
or rock foundation, however, it is 
proposed to limit the width of the 
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road to eight feet. Sol Sheridan, sec- 
retary of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce, and Jaek Hollingsworth ac- 
companied the party as viewers.

ORNATE PGLE 
WILL BE TRIED. 


Riverside’ to Construct an 
Esthetic Power Support. 
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Military Man Threatens to 
Resign His Commission. 


Bank Clearings Surpass All 
Previous Amounts. 


RIVERSIDE, Sept. 3.—A combina- 
tion trolley, lighting. power and 
telephone pole, to be worked out in 
concrete;,, a device that will give 
Riverside another civic feature ab- 
solutely unique in this country, is be- 
ing designed in the office of City En- 
gineer Campbell. While other cities 
have tried concrete for trolley poles, 
Riverside will be the first to adopt 
the combination idea. 

The matter has been taken up 
with Chief Engineer Pillsbury of the 
Pacific Electric, with the hone of se- 
curing his approval. The plan is to 
adopt this pole for the Magnolia- 
avenue extension, work on which is 
now under way. This is a two-mile 
roadway which will bring directly to 
the city’s business center the double- 
driveway which has made the city 
famous. The right-of-way secured 
was through private property for 
about half the way, while Cypress 
avenue, after being widened to 100 
feet, was utilized the remainder of 
the distance. 

The tentative plaf calls for a pole 
about thirty feet in height. An or- 
namental bracket placed about ten 
feet from the ground will provide for 
the light cluster, while the trolley 
wires would be attached ten feet 
higher. The power and telephone 
cables would be at the top, accogn- 
modated by ornamental brackets.

WHALE MEAT FOR FOOD. . 


Is Used by the Japanese und 

Though Olly and Tastes Like Greasy 
, Leather Is Equal to Inferior Beef. 
{Honolulu Commercial Advertiser: 
A new delicacy has appeared in the 
fish market of late in the shape of 
whale meat. The strange foodstuff is 
handled in the Japanese annex of the 
market and is purchased entirely by 
Japanese. The meat, which is dried, 
comes from the humpback whale and 
is shipped to Honolulu in great slices 
eight or nine inches thick and two feet 
or more across. The Japan:se ven- 
dors slice it thin and sell it in the 
form of chipped beef. It is very oily,. 
and when chewed resembles greasy 
leather. When soaked in water and 
then well stewed the whale meat is 
quite palatable and has the flavor of 
inferior beef. 

Recently a shipment or two of fresh 


from Japan. The bivalves arrived in 
very good shape and were, both in 
size and flavor, superior to the canned 
article which is so extensively used in 
Honolulu. The oysters were simply 
laid on blocks of ice and covered with 
rice-paddy, the whole being held in 
place by a light framework lik. the 
sides of a drygoods box. If oysters 
can be shipped from Japan in a fresh 
state successfully during the summer 
months it would seem that quite a 
demand for them should arise during 
the months when the weather is cool- 
er.

GRAFTERS MAKE 
CUBA BANKRUPT. 


M embers of Government 
Have Piled Up Riches. 


Palma’s Surplus Is Gone to 
the Never-Come Back. 


Steal of 888,000,000 Alleged 
in Abandoned Harbor. 


[Spectal Correspondence of Indianapolis Star.] 
HAVANA (Cuba.) Aug. 12.—Among 
our sister Latin-American republics 
to the south such outbreaks as the 
recent uprising in Cuba, where there 
is an armed revolt against the gov- 
ernment, the causes almost invariably 
are economic or financial rather than 
racial, and it would appear to the in- 
terested observer in careful study of 
conditions that it is to the financial 
situation one must look for the real 
cause of the present disaffection. 

In order to gain a broad, compre- 
hensive view of the situation one 
must turn back to the close of the 
administration of President Palma, 
who, whatever his faults, was a true 
patriot and honest, and left $19,000,- 
000 in gold in the treasury upon re- 
tirement from office—and this in spite 
of the war claims engendered during 
the struggle for liberty—and a large 
reduction in the national debt. 

The present administration lacks 
the sterling attributes of patriotism 
and honesty. Many officials have 
grown independently wealthy. 

One of the most glaring examples 
of the methods employed Dy some of 
the officials is the concession grant- 
ed to the harbor improvement com- 
pany of Havana for a period of forty 
years. This concession is being held 
up by the United States. 

$38,000,000 FOR CLIQUE. 

On the reports of competent engi- 
neers who estimated the cost of har- 
bor improvements, such as building 
wharves and warehouses and dredg- 
ing to allow ships to dock, $10,000,000 
was set aside as a sufficient sum. To 
this $4,000,000 was added subsequent- 
ly to meet unexpected obstacles. The 
company was then capitalized, Lon- 
don banking interests agreeing to .un- 
derwrite the bonds. Added to these 
were preferred and common stock, 
bringing the total capitalization up to 
the astounding figure of $52,000,000, 
of which the official clique was to re- 
ceive approximately $38,000,000. This 
would mean that the revenues of 
Cuba were mortgaged for the next 

years. 

Just who was to receive the $4,000,+ 
000 added to-the original ten has nev- 
er been clearly shown; but that it was 
not necessary for this money to be put 
into the improvement is made appar- 
ent by the report of the engineers, 
who figured that $10,000,000 was the 
outside possible cost. This incident is 
mentioned merely to show why there 
should be dissatisfaction and unrest 
among the people at a display of such 
wanton dishonesty in high places. 

SUBSIDIZED TO REBEL. 

‘Another phase of the mtuation was 
that brought out by a well-known 
Havana paper, called El Dia. This 
paper asserts that the late rebel lead- 
er, Estenoz, killed in a ish, had 
actually been suvsidized by certain of- 
ficials to bring about the revolution in 
the eastern end of the island so that 
the attention of the people would be 
districted from the finances of the 
country, and that the officials, after 
putting down this revolt, could be re- 
elected as popular heroes. But the 
disaffection among the people in the 
province in which Estenoz was op- 
erating was so great that once under 
way it assumed propogtions beyond 
the Gomez government to put down, 
and had it not been for the mt 
landing of American marines there is 
no doubt that by this time the island 
would be ablaze from one end to the 
other. 

The troops that have remained 
loyal to the government will remain 
loyal just as long as they receive their 
pay and no longer, but it is doubtful 
if the government can pay its fixed 
charges for more than a few weeks. 
It is already bankrupt, and it is hard 
to see where it is going to obtain 
the money to pay fixed charges, since 
its request for a loan of $13,000,000 
in the United States has been refused. 

About 82 per cent. of the revenues 
of Cuba are obtatneed from importa, 
but the import have lately fallen 
away by about 60%8per cent., the mer- 
chants of Havana having refused to 
advance further credit to interior 
towns, selling goods only for cash. 

REVENUE FROM LOTTERY. 

About 5 per cent. of the govern- 
ment revenues are obtained by the 
sale of lottery tickets, but this reve- 
nue has also been cut in two, as at 
the last drawing one-third of the 
tickets issued remained unsold, and 
had the grand pre been won by 
other than the government, there 
were no funds with which to make 
payment. The fact that it was won 
by the government has been the cause 
of much dissatisfaction among the 
people, as they believe that the draw- 
ings are dishonest. 

Judging by these facts it would ap- 

r to be only a question of a few 
eeks,’ at the most, before the Gomez 
government must fall. This will mean 
that the United States must intervene 
for the establishment of law and or- 


der, and the protection of life and 


roperty in Cuba, for in the treaty of 

aris and by the Platt amendment, 
tre United States guarantees to for- 
eign interests such protection. 

Whether or not the Cubans will 
ever be capable of self-government is 
open to question; but as the educated 
and moneyed classes are almost a unit 
in favor of a United States protector- 
ate, it would seem that so long as 
Cuba remains free and independent 
her vast resources, agricultural and 
mineral, will remain a prey to the ex- 
ploiting tactics of dishonest politi- 
clans.

“There has been so much demand 
for pineapple land that the experi- 
mental station has recefvedd many 
hundreds of soil samples from al] 
the islands and our analysis of these 
have shown us a number of surpris- 
ing things,“ says W. P. Kelley, the 
chemist at the station. “So useful 
have the results of the analysis been 
shown to be woe have de- 
termined to make a complete soi] sur- 
vey of the group, to learn just what 
are the soll constituents in every part 
of every island, particularly of the 
public lands. When such a survey 
has been, made, it will be possible for 
the Land igssionér of whoever 
will be advice to homesteaders 
to tell any wWeker after information 
just what any particular bit of land 
will best 

Already 320 samples have deen 
analyzed, representing solle from 
many parts of the group, and the re- 
sults have been tabulated and placed 
on file for the benefit of inquirers. 
The station expects to handle at least 
1000 more samples. °

Wilson’s nomination by the Demo- 
cratic national convention in Balti- 
more promises to introduce a novel 
issue into the Presidential campaign 
of 1912. It is thie: 

Should a schoolmaster be elected 
President? 

There are already strong indica- 
tions that the opponents of the Demo- 
cratic candidate are preparing to 
open a brisk attack based upon this 
issue. The burden of their objec- 
tion is that a pedagogue ought nev- 
er to be placed in the White House, 
because his training and experience 
unfit him for the Chief Executive's or- 
fice. He is tikely to be a theorist, 
they argue, instedd of a man of prac- 
tical common sense. With his head 
crammed with book learning, he ig 
apt to be swerved by an exaggerated 
reverence for what sounds very well 
on paper and in the classroom, but 
will not work at all when an attempt 
is made to carry it into effect in the 
actual gonduct of government. 

In a word, according to Mr. Wil- 
son's foes, the term “schoolmaster” 
necessarily implies a certain dry as 


of opinion and an assumption of men- 
tal superiority that will inevitably 
lead to biunders in the Presidential 
office which may prove costly to the 
nation. 

it may seem strange that Gov. Wil- 
sons supporters appear to be reluc- 
tant to accept this issue squarely. 
Their reply is not a denial, for that 
would be impossible in view of the 
facts of their leader’s career, but an 
attempt to shift the ground of attack 
by speaking of Mr. Wilson as the 
scholar in politics” rather than as a 
teacher of youth. By this change ot 
terms they seem to hope to distract 
attention from the pedagogical record 
of their candidate and to tay empha- 
sis upon his literary activities as a 
historian and a litical writer. 

It cannot be denied that a vulgar 
prejudice exists against book learn- 
ing. And it must also be admitted 
that the possessors of that kind of 
erudition hare been in part to blame 
for this superficial feeling. 
Examination of the facts, however, 
shows upon what a slender founda- 
tion it rests. In the first place, the 
business of bending twigs so that they 
may become useful and sturdy trees 
has been held in honor in this coun- 
try from its beginning. 

Among American institutions the 
public school occupies a foremost 
place. We are mever weary of boast- 
ing of our free educational system. 
So ffrmly convinced are we that 
learning is essential to the welfare 
of the republic that we have made 
it compulsory. Annually we spend 
upon education a sum far greater 
than would be sufficient to support 
the entire governmental machinery. 
Why, then, should the profession of 
teaching be selected as disqualifying a

In the list of the presidents there 
are nine school teachers, and this 
means that one-third of all the presi- 
dents taught school. . 

The fact that there have been two 
presidents whose names are not in- 
cluded in the list since the last teach- 
er president may possibly be ragarded 
as an omen that the historical aver- 
age is about to be maintained by 
the election of Mr. Wilson. 

Not only have a large proportion 
of the presidents been teachers, but 
many others of the national heroes, 
such men as Daniel Webster and 
James G. Blaine, taught school and 
were never ashamed of it. 

It may be urged that Gov. Wilson 
has indulged in scholasticism to ex- 
cess—that he has been immoderate 
in acemie indulgence. 

His name is weighted with scholas- 
tic degrees to an extent rarely before 
attained by one man, howéver 
learned.

Gov. Wüson's success as an in- 
structor of youth is the more remark- 
able because it was achieved in the 
face of circumstances which were 
not encouraging, at least at the out- 
set. Like President Cleveland, he 
was the son of a Presbyterian min- 
ister, and his early years were large- 
ly spent in moving from place to 
place ag his er was transferred 
through the South from one charge 
to another. His early instguction, 
therefore, was gained from the public 


ing. Nevertheless, he menaged to 
learn enough to enable him to get 
into Davidson College, a North Caro- 
‘ina institution. After spending a 
short time there he entered Prince- 
town Unlversity— then a college mere- 
ly, like all the rest of them-——in 1875. 
There he was graduated four years 
later with the degree of A. B., noth- 
ing very extraordinary in the way of 
degrees. 
HE BSSAYS PRACTICE OF LAW. 
Like many another American who 
has risen to distinction in public life, 
the young graduate made up his mind 
to become a lawyer. He went to At- 
lanta and actually began to practice 
there, but the call of the classroom 
was too strong for him, end after e 
year he gave it up, in 1885. Bryn 
Mawr University was just then set- 
ting out upon a career and was reach- 
ing for a faculty capable of helping 
it to win the fame that it has since 


“jachieved. Thither went the young 


lawyer, with his bride, to become pro- 
fessor of history and political econ- 
omy. 

He remained a professor in various 
seats of learning until he entered the 
campaign which made him Governor 
of New Jersey and marked him for 
future political honors. 

Dr. Wilson remained at Bryn Mawr 
for three years and then resigned to 
take the chair of history and political 
economy at Wesleyan University at 
Middletown, Ct. 

He had become, meanwhile, ope 
of the lecturers at Johns 
University, and from 4887 to 4898 
he continued to lecture there. 

The young professor spent two 
years informing the youth who were 
seeking enlightenment at Wesleyan, 
and then migrated to Princeton, his 
alma mater, to become professor of 
jurisprudence and politics there. 

President Patton resigned in 1992 
and Prof. Wilson was elected to Gli 
the vacancy. He was the first iay- 
man who ever occupied the presiden- 
tial chair at Princeton and the frat 
graduate of the university to become 
its head in thirty-four years. He 
attained this dignity just twelve 
years after his graduation from the 
inetitution. 

Although president, he continued 
until his election to the Goverporshi 
to fill the chair of jurisprudence an 
politics, and some of his teachings 
have been quoted against him since 
hig advent into the practical political 
field. He has managed to live them 
down. 

Mr. Wilson was an enthusiastic 
university head. He wrought many 
changes and introduced many re- 
forms in Princeton which attracted 
wide attention among educators. This 
is not the place to describe these in 
detail. He advocated them with bold- 
ness and insisted upon them with 
pertinacity, despite strong opposition 
from conservatives and lovers of the 
old order. Usually he carried his 
point, but in doing so it was inevitable 
that he should make enemies, and 
many Princeton men drew a long 
breath of relief when he left its clas- 
sic shades for the glare of political 
activity. 

So devoted was Mr. Wilson to his 
profession that from the time when 
he began to teach, in 1885, to 18909, 
the year before his gubernatorial 
campaign, he never took a leaye of 
absence. 
Mr. Wilson was busy as a writer 
during all the years of his career as 
a teacher. His pen has been devoted 
mainly te historical and political sub- 
jects, his “History of the United 
States“ and his “Life of Washington” 
being his best known worke in the 
former category. His political writ- 
ings cover a wide range, illustrative 
of the versatility and activity of his 
mind. 

To this laber and to his experience 
in the classroom he owes a clear and 


ing his position that leaves no doubt 
in regard to His meaning. 

Even Gov. Wilson's political op- 
ponents will hardly refuse to admit 
that nis experience as a teacher, in- 
volving as it did a wide knowledge 
of the political history of the country 
and the necessity of tracing the 
causes of events, should prove of 
value to a President. The applica- 
tion which he has made of his 
knowledge to bring about political re- 
forms in New Jersey, where they 
were sadly needed, may prove to be 
a sign of the future course of events 
in case @ majority of the electors 
shall turn out to be Democratic on 
next November 6. 

It is interesting in view of the 
“schoolmaster issue” to recount in 
detail the teaching experiences of 
Presidents of the United States. A 
brief mention will show that the oc- 
eupation of schoolmaster has never 
been regarded in this country as a 
bar to political preferment. 

John Adams, who succeeded Wash- 
ington in the Presidential chair, was 
graduated from Harvard College in 
1755, and immediately went to Wor- 
cester, Mass., to become master of 
the grammar school there. 

Thomas Jefferson, who followed 
him in the White House, devoted the

Then comes an interval of five non- 
pedagogical Presidents — Buchanan, 
Lincoln, Johnson, Grant and Hayes. 

James A. Garfield, next on the list, 
after his graduation from Williams 
College in 1857, became President of 
Hiram College at Hiram, 0. In the 
event of Mr. Wison's election he will 
be classed with Jefferson and Gar- 
field as the head of a college before 
hig elevation to the Presidency. 

Chester A. Arthur, who becomes 
PresMient upon Garfield's death, was 

duated from Union College when 
1 18 years old, and at once pro- 
ceeded to North Pownal, Vt., to be- 
come principal of the academy there. 

President Harrison did not teach, 
but William McKinley was school- 
master in a district school in his 
native State of Ohio when he was 
18. He is the last of the school- 
master Presidents up to this time. 

In most of these cases, of course, 
teaching was resorted to for the pur- 
pose of providing money for meet- 
ing the cost of further education, 
especially in the law. It frequently 
happened, too, that the young school- 
master was summoned from his 

upils by a call to arms in war, as 
| to Presidents Garfield and 
McKinley. 

Teaching was always looked upon 
in the early days as an honorable 
and useful employment, and it fur- 
nished the readiest means by which 
@ you man might earn money to 
qualify himself for some other voca- 
tion. 


‘fhe poverty of the Webster family 
before the “godlike Daniel” rose to 
fame has often been recorded. The 
future statesman and orator was de- 
termined to get an education, and his 
father was equally determined that 
he should have it. The shifts to 
which they weré compelled to resort 
in order to attain their desire form 
a story that is typically American. 

t last Daniel struggied through Bow- 
doin College and then the question of 
giving his brother Ezekiel a similar 
advantage arose. When he Vas a 
mere youth Daniel had had some ex- 
perience as a teacher in his home 
town of Salisbury. Fortified with his 
degree, he sought a position as 
schoolmaster so that he might provide 
fer Ezekiel's tuition, and he eagerly 
accepted charge of the academy at 
Freyburg, in Maine, traveling to the 
town on horseback. His salary there 
was $360 a year, which was sufficient 
for his purpose. He gave up teach- 
ing to study law at the end of the 
firet year, although the trustees of 
the academy offered to double his 
compensation. Then Ezekiel went 
through Bowdoin. 

Although the motive which ani- 
mated Webster was the commonest 
that led to teaching in his time, at 
least among the men who afterward 
rose to distinction in political life, it 
was not the only one. 

William H. Seward became a 
teacher from a totally different 
cause. His father was not poer, but 
when the young man entered Unien 
College he fancied that the ward- 
robe provided for him by his parents 
was not of the right kind to enable 
him to maintain the standing which 
he wished te have among his fellow 
students. Accordingly he gave lib- 
eral orders to the fashionable tailors 
of Schenectady, fitted himeelf out 
with clothes and then found that he 
did not have money enough to pay 
the bills, He temporized as long as 
he could, and when his creditors be- 
gan to prove annoying he sent the 
bills home. His father refused to 
pay them and young William, with 
another student, ran away to Georgia 
to become a teacher in a school that 
was about to open there. 

This move made his father more 
angry than ever and, discovering 
where his son had gone, he wrote per- 
emptory letters demanding that he be 
sent home to complete his studies. The

There cam be no doubt that careful 
examination of th@ careers of Ameri- 
can statesmen and political leaders 
would reveal the fact that many of 
them were echoolmasters at one time 
or another before they achieved fame, 
The ‘schoolmaster in politics” hag al- 
ways been a feature of American po- 
litical fe, just as the “scholar in pol- 
ities” had been distinctive in England. 
For the statesman here to have taught 
school is quite as usual, if not even 
more so, as it has been therefore the 


political leader to have blished a 


book of biography er philosophical 
speculation, 

It will not be maintained. of course, 
that either teaching or authorship are 
necessary qualifications for success in 
politics. Patri enry, Andrew 
Jackson and Abraham Lincoln are ex- 
amples of the truth that men may be 
almost wholly deficient in the learning 
of the schools and yet attain dis- 
tinguished success. Such triumphs of 
genius, however, do not ew that 
knewledge gained from ks ig a 
handicap. 

In the fina] summing up it is the in- 
dividuality that counts and not the 
fortuitous trimmings that neither 
make nor mar character. Neither in 
the light of common sense nor in that 
of experience does the fact that a 
man has taught school ineline the 
scale for or against his success in pub- 
lic Ute. The “schoolmaster issue," 
therefore’ may well be counterbal- 
anced by the fact that in the Pres- 
dential cycle another schoolmaster 
President is due. In brief, the voters 
who favor Gov. Wilson, are likely to 
continue to favor him, and those who. 
are opposed to his election probably 
will remain of the same mind, regard- 
less of the circumstances that a 
part of his life has been dev 
scholastic endeavor.

It is said that much of the work 
placed upon the hospital surgeons 


could be obviated by the presence of 


® surgeon upon the patrol who could, 
in a few minutes, administer to the 
medical or surgical wants of the pa- 
tient and thereby make it unnecessary 
—— the person being taken to the hos- 


1. 

The patrol is manned by a chauffeur 
and a wagon man. Neither is a physi- 
clan nor a surgeon. Frequently they 
are called upon to administer “first 
aid to the injured” in serious cases. 
There are instances on record where 
It u said lives might have been saved 
had surgeons accompanied the wagon. 
So much time was lost in getting the 
patient to the hospital on the return 
run that they were beyond medical 
or surgical aid when they 
there, whereas they might have been 
gaved had they received proper treat- 
ment when the patrol arrived. 

There are numerous instances of 
people being taken tc the hospital who 
were not sick enough or sufficiently 
injured to warrant it. The men on 
the patrol, not being in a position to 
judge or administer the proper kind 
of treatment, have no alternative but 
to take subjects to the hospital. . 

Many times persons who ve been 
seriously injured could be saved much 
pain and suffering if given a hurried 
treatment by a surgeon before the trip 
to the hospital is begun. 

It is admitted at headquarters that 
the patrols are not fitly equipped to 
earry sick or dangerously injured per- 
sons. The few springs are stiff and 
the stretchers are antiquated.

THE IRAN PILLAR OF DELHI. 


Made Some Fifteen Hundred Years 

Ago of Welded Metal and Is a 

Puzzle to Modern Engineers. 

{New York Evening Post:] The 
famous “Iron Pillar” of Delhi, which 
Stands in the inner courtyard of the 
“Qutb” mosque, about nine miles 
south of the modern city, has always 
excited the interest of metallurgists 
and engineers ag well as historians. It 
was probably made about 413 A.D., 
and moved to its present site in 1052. 
As it is between 28 and 24 feet high, 
16 inches in diameter at the base, 
and 12 at the top, and probably 
weighs over six tons, its manufacture 
at so early a period as the fifth 
century partakes somewhat of the 
marvelous. And it was rendered even 
more of a manufacturing wonder 
when the discovery was made some 
years ago that it was a solid piece 
of welded wrought iron. The curious 
yellowish tinge of the upper part had 
led to the belief that it consisted of 
brass or bronze. The welding to- 
gether of such a mass of metal in 
those primitive days, centuries before 
the era of modern forges and drop 
hammers, must have been a mighty 
troublesome job for King Candra’s 
ironwokers. 

Some years ago Sir Alexander Cun- 
ningham had a rough nalysis of the 
metal in the Pillar made, which finally 
proved it to be wrought iron. Sir 
Robert Hadfield, a past President of 
the British Iron and Steel Institute, 
recently obtained new samples of the 
column and subjected them to a care- 
ful and very thorough analysis—"the 
first thorough analysis,“ he believes. 
The result was as follows: “Carbon, 
6.08: silicon, 0.046; sulphur, 0.0006; 
phosphorus 0.114; fron, 99.72; total, 
99.966.“ Plainly a really excellent 
type of wrought fron, says Sir Robert, 
and much to be wondered at when 
the date of its manufacture is borne 
in mind. The small quantity of sul- 
phur indicates the use of an unusually 
pure fuel, probably charcoal. The ab- 
gence of manganese, an element 
usually present in wrought tron, is 
also of interest. The specific gravity 
of the metal was found to be 7.81.

SHOWERS OF SPIDERS. 


The Little Insects Are Supported 
in the Air by Tiny Parachutes and 
Are of Countless Numbers. 

[New York Sun:] Gilbert White 
gives an account of a spider shower 
that continued for nearly a whole 
day. Darwin saw one at sea. Each 
spider was supported, it appears, by 
a tiny parachute composed of a few 
threads of almost invisible gossa- 
mer. 

Spider showers have from time to 
time been e the subject of sci- 
entific reports in this country. One 
of them gives this description of the 
phenomenon: 

On the morning of this shower 
there had been some electrical dis- 
turbance. There had been one loud 
peal of thunder, but no rain. At 10 
o’clock there was observed a number 
of spiders that ran over the coat 
sleeves of the observer. He brushed 
off several trails of gossamer web. 

Upon looking around he discov- 
ered that the houses, walls and trees 
showed these webs dangling from 
them, and that other gossamer webs 
were continually falling from above 
and adding to the accumulation. 

By ‘midday a fence was festooned 
from point to point of its triangular 
rail tops with a ribbon-like ladder of 
gossamer, and this continued to be- 
come broader and broader as the 
tiny creatures continued to run along 
this ladder, each spider increasing 
the breadth by adding its own con- 
tribution of another silken thread. 

All along this ladder the spiders 
were running in an excited and hur- 
ried manner, as if they had lost their 
way in a strange country. Some, in 
proceeding over their improvised 
road, made mistakes and got into 
the bordering webs of the garden 


spiders, by which they were speedily 


devoured. ; 

At 1 o'clock the clouds vanished, 
the sun came out and the observer 
noticed that some of the spiders had 
begun to reascend into the atmos- 
phere. Fixing his gaze upon one of 
them, he observed that as it left the 
gossamer pathway it selected a clean 
spot on an iron railing and, gather- 
ing its legs closely -together, pro- 
jected its spinnerets, several threads 
that extend outward, and stretched 
upward from nine to twelve inches. 
Then this parachute seemed to show 
a buoyant tendency, and suddenly the 
tiny creature let go of the iron rail, 
or was lifted off it. and quickly van- 
ished into the air.

NEW USE FOR APRIOOTS. 


In Syria the Farmers Make Them 
into a Paste Which Is Dried in 
Very Thin Sheets. 

(Chicago Inter-Ocean: } From 
Beirut, Syria, comes a suggestionto 
Pacific Coast apricot growers. Vice 
Counsul General, F. Willoughby Smith 
writes that as the American crop is 
unusually large the surplus should be 
turned into apricot paste, according to 
the Syrian method. This is so simple 
that any farmer can utilize it. 

A basin two or three feet deep and 
of a circumference proportionate to 
the crop to be treated is dug by the 
farmer and usually lined with cement. 
The ripe apricots are stoned and 
thrown into this basin and beaten in- 
to a pulp with tampers. The primi- 
tive method of kneading the fruit with 
bare feet is still often resorted to. 
The pulp is then spread out on thin 
boards and placed under trees and in 
shady places to dry. The paste is so 
spread out as not to be thicker than 
one-tenth of an inch when dry. 

The price varies with the quality, 
which is determined by the color and 
thickness. The first quality is clear 
yellow color and large thin leaf, the 
second quality is dull and thicker, the 
third quality is dull and fibrous paste. 
To make jam of this the leaves should 
be soaked for twenty-four hours in a 
small quantity ot water. The water 
and apricot paste should then be well

Has Been Moved Forward Half a 
Day During the Passage of the Cen- 
turies. 

{London Chronicle:] The hour of 
dining has advanced with the centu- 
ries. Froissart mentioned waiting on 
the Duke of Lancaster at 5 in the 
afternoon after he had supped and 
was about to go to bed, and the pref- 
ace to the Heptameron shows that 
the Queen of Navarre dined at 10 
o'clock in the morning. From the 
Northumberland Household Book, 
dated 1512, we learn that the ducal 
family rose at 6, breakfasted at 7, 
dined at 10, supped at 4 and retired 
for the night at 9. 

Louis XIV did not dine til: 12, while 
his cotemporaries, Cromwell and 
Charles II, took the meal at 1. In 
1700 the hour was advanced to 2; in 
1751 we find the Duchess of Somerset 
dining at 3, and in 1760 Cowper 
speaks of 4 o'clock as the fashionable 
time. After the battle of Waterico 
the dinner hour was altered to 6, 
from which time it has udvanced by 
half-hour stages to 8. So that in 400 
years the dinner hour had gradually 
moved through a: least ten hours of 
the day.

Now that England has gone so far 
in her efforts to rehabilitate her ath- 
letic system as to propose to engage 
an American trainer, the question of 
how far the trainer is responsible for 
the success of the American team is 
worth considering. That the train- 
ers have more power and influence in 
this country than in England is ad- 
mitted everywhere, though it is by no 
means certain that they dominate the 
situation so completely as some of 
the English authorities believe. As a 
matter of fact, there are many who 
think that the college spirit is the 
incentive that leads the American 
youth to great deeds on the track 
rather than the professional trainer, 
who looks after his physical condition 
while he is winning honors for his 
alma mater. 


BIG WAR NOW ON 
OVER OLYMPIC GAMES. 


{By Federal (Wireless) Line to The Times.] 

NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 3.—[Special Dispatch. ] 
The expected athietic controversy 
between England and the United 
States regarding the Olympic games 
has become a fact, and now threat- 
ens a complete break in the sporting 
relations of the two countries. The 
repeated attacks made by English 
writers and publications against the 
American athletes and our methods 
and system have reached a point 
where the Olympic committee of this 
country refuses longer to sit silent 
the vicious statements im- 
pugning the honesty and sportsman- 
ship of the American athletes and 
officials at both the London and 
Stockholm games. 
The last straw came in the form 


of a letter printed in the London 


Times this morning in which the 
writer makes specific charges of 
athietik dishonesty against the 


American team. 

When the dispatch was shown to 
the members of the American Olym- 
pic committee in this city there was 
a hurried conference and it was de- 
cided that in justice to team and 
officials the attacks could not longer 
be ignored. 

James E. Sullivan, the American 
Olympic commissioner, says: 

“The charge that the Americans 
pocketed the competitors of other 
nations is absolutely false. When 
our athletes went to the mark they 
ceased to be a team. They were 
there to win and each American ran 
his own race and did not try to ob- 
struct any one.”
